“When we ship.a load of freight to our 
branch house in Chicago, we n st send 
it over the Chicago & Alton road or pay 
extra switching and hauling charges,” 
said J. H. Steedman, in cdnversation 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter. Mr. 
Steedman is vice-president and general 
manager of the Courtis company. He is

“We can ship over any other Chicago- 
St. Louis line to that city at the same 
rate,” said Mr. Steedman, “but when 
the car reaches Chicago the similarity 
of treatment ceases.

Pipes in Three Sections. 
When the dredge is in operation, the 
B. M. Harrod losés the warlike appear- 
ance it now has. At present the 500 feet 
of pipe it has is unbuckled into three 
sections. They are moored in front of 
the boat, after the fashion of the dredg- 
ing apparatus. One pipe projects 100 
feet directly in front of the boat, the 
other two have their heads even with 
the head of the center pipe, but their 
tails extend far down either side of the 
boat. 

This heavy piping, which is 36 inches 
in diameter, is supported on top of the 
water by 10 pontoons. They are 28 feet 
in diameter and, like the piping, are 
painted red, which emphasizes its war- 
like appearance, 

When this piping is put in action, 
however, it is.all hitched together into 
a 600-foot pipe and is attached to the 
stern of the boat. 

Carries the Sand Also. 

Then it is used to carry the sand 
which is drawn up through the dredg- 
ing apparatus to the nearest shore. Ihe 
vping has flexible joints, which permit 
it to be turned directly at either bank 
of the river, even when the dredge is 
operating in midstream. 

The B. M. Harrod’s “spud-stick” is a 
piece of wood—Oregon fir, they say—26 
inches square and 37 feet long, weigl.ing 
4420 pounds. At present it reclines on 
the dredging apparatus in front of the 
boat. . Its object is to serve as a substi- 
‘tue for an anchor. 

This “stick” is fitted in a hole through

One of the clearest contributions on the question whether St. 
Louis should have joint railway terminals or those operated inde- 
pendently is furnished by the Curtis & Co. Manufacturing Co. This 
company, which is one of the oldest in.the city, dating back to 
1854, manufactures saws, sawmill machinery and castings. It has 

a branch house in Chicago, which is connected by a switch with 
he Chicago & Alton Railroad. 

The main factory of the company is here in St. Louis—that i is, 
in Greater St. Louis, the plant being just outside the city limits—a 
short distance north of the Suburban Garden. Like the branch in 
Chicago, the St. Louis concern is on only one railroad, but that 
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Looking like a battleship, the new 
dredgeboat B. M. Harrod of the Mis- 
sissippi River Commission is ‘tied. up 
near the foot of Russell avenue 

Its pontoon piping is attached to the 
front and sides of the craft in such 
& way that the pipes look like huge 
suns.

“When we ship a load of freight to our 
branch house in Chicago, we must send 
it over the Chicago & Alton road or pay 
‘extra switching and hauling charges,” 

gaid J. H. Steedman, in conversation 
‘with a Post-Dispatch reporter. Mr. 
Steedman is vice-president and general 

- manager of the Courtis company. He is 
s@ son of the venerable Dr. I. G. W. 
. Steedman. 

“We can ship over any other Chicago- 
St. Louis line to that city at the same 
rate,” said Mr. Steedman, “but when 
the car reaches Chicago the similarity 
of treatment ceases. If the freight has 
been carried by the Chicago & Alton 
road, we pay but one switching charge, 
but if another line has the car, a sec- 
ond charge of that kind will be made. 
and in the case of railways whose tracks 
do not connect with the Chicago & 
Alton, one or more additional bills for 
switching and hauling will be present- 
ed. .

Terminal Charges Low Rental, 
The only switching charges paid by 
the Curtis company are on local busi- 
ness, and they are on shipments alone, 
not receipts. The Térmital company 
charges $3 a car for hauling and switch- 
ing and $1.20 for car rental. The switch- 


ing price is the same as that charged 
by the other railways hefe, says Mr. 
Steedman, but the rental is less, the 
independent lines here charging $3 per 
car, the same as those in Chicago. 

Mr. Steedman says that he can ship 
rt ogy we of freight to a manufactur- 

lant on, say the Missouri Pacific 
rng risco road, at $1.80 less expense 
(difference in car rentals than _ that 
plant can ship a carload to the Curtis 
company’s works. 

In many cases the switching and 
rental charges on freight shipped by 
the independent lines here are absorbed 
by the railroad companies—a result due 
to competition, and further competition 
may, in time, lead to the absorption 
ef all such charges. 

At present the chief benefits derived 
from the Terminal railway by St. Louis 
merchants and manufacturers located 
only on independent lines is in quick 
service, says Mr. Steedman. He be- 
lieves that the cars brought into or tak- 
en out of the city for them are han- 
dled more promptly and_satisfactoril 
than they were formerly, and muc 
more promptly than in Chicago and 
other cities having no jint railway 
terminals. 

Terminal Saves Him Money. 

Mr. Steedman cites his tusiness with 
the Evens and Howard Fite Brick Co., 
to show the advantage o@ joint rail- 


way terminals. Before the Terminal’s 
tracks were extended to the Evens and‘ 
Howard works, the Curtis tompany had 
to pay 20 cents a ton mort for its fire 
clay than it does now betause of the 
independent company’s switching 
charges. Manag er Steedmin would be 
glad if the ‘Terminal Railvay could be 
extended to the doors of etery business 
house in St. Louis. 

The advantages of the jont system to. 
the merchant or manufacttrer who has

It was 
only two years ago that the Curtis in- 
dustry was moved from ts old loca- 
tion on Washington wien and Twen- 
ty-second street. engaged a 
transfer company to hau freight to 
or from a railroad it paid from 3 to § 
cents per 100 pounds, or fom, say, $12 
to $25 a carload, accordinf to the con- 
tract rate and the capaci of the car. 

Saved 825,000 a Year. 

This was what might le called the 
wholesale price. The cot of hauling 
parcel lots for the sm@l merchant 
would, of course, be muchgreater com- 
paratively than the chargt for full car- 
loads.

It’s a high-priced one, how- 
ever, costing Uncle Sam the tidy sum 
of $316,000. It has just been completed 
at the yards of the Springfield Boiler 
and Manufacturing Co. at Grafton, IIl., 
and is being taken to Memphis to un- 
dergo final tests before being turned 
over by its builders. It carries a crew 
of 652. 

Is of Latest Type. 

The B. M. Harrod is described as be- 
ing the latest improved type of hy- 
draulic dredgeboat. The- plans and 
specifications for its construction were 
made by Capt. Lukash and Engineer 
Middleton of the Mississippi River Com- 
mission. Barney Meyers, general su- 
perintendent of the Springfield com- 
pany, now in charge of the boat, says 
the commission has a few other hy- 
draulic dredges now at work, but none 


so large or thoroughly equipped as this 
craft. 
Different From Old Ones, 


The ordinary dredge with which oc- 
casional visitors to the river are fa- 
miliar is what Meyers and Engineer 
Patterson of the B. M. Harrod calls a 
‘‘clam shell,’’ or “forange peel’ dredge. 
These dredges are fitted with buckets 
which are forced down into the water 
and: open, respectively, like a clam or 
an orange, and, after fastening about a 
wad of sand, close again and come to 
the surface. 
With the hydraulic dredges the sys- 
tem is different. The dredging appara- 
tus is the bow of the boat. The ma- 
chinery in the boat is such that this 
dredging apparatus may be lowered to 
any depth down to 20 feet whenever 
it is desired to clean up sand at the riv- 
er bottom. 
It consists of three pipes about fifteen 
feet wide, the outer two about six feet 
from the middle pipe. Each is connect- 
ed with the front of the dredging ap- 
paratus. Through the center pipe water 
is forced from the boat into the sand to 
stir and loosen it, while the sand is 
pumped up through the other two 
pipes. 

Pipes in Three Sections. 
When the dredge is in operation, the 
B. M. Harrod loses the warlike appear- 
ance it now has. At present the 500 feet 
of pipe it has is unbuckled into three 
sections. They are moored in front of 
the boat, after the fashion of the dredg- 
ing apparatus. One pipe projects 100 
feet directly in front of the boat, the 
other two have their heads even with 
the head of the center pipe, but their 
tails extend far down either side of the 
boat. 
This heavy. piping, which is 36 inches 
in diameter, is supported on top of the 
water by 10 pontoons. They dre 28 feet 
in diameter and, like the piping, are 
ainted red, which emphasizes its war- 
like appearance. 
When this piping is put in action, 
however, it is all hitched together into 
a_§00-foot pipe and is attached to. the 
stern of the boat. 

Carries the Sand Also. : 
Then it is used to carry the sand 
which is drawn up through the dredg- 
ing apparatus te the nearest shore. Ihe 
vping has flexible joints, which permit 
it to be turned directly at either bank 
of the river, even when the dredge is 
operating in midstream. 
The B. M. Harrod’s “spud-stick” is a 
piece of wood—Oregon fir, they say—26 
inches square and 37 feet long, weigl.ing

{ ‘S TART the babies right; give them 
a fair chance; nature will do the 
rest,” says Dr. J. Wilbert 

Fhackland, assistant superintendent of 

the City Hospital. ‘“‘People would be 

surprised if they knew how many cases 
of criminality and insanity are the re- 
sult of improper care and feeding dur- 
ing infancy. Take, for instance, a child 
that is fed on milk lacking the requisite 
amount of salts and bone-forming ma- 
terial.

A weak or dis- 
eased conditior of the bones acts on the 
nervous system and eventually on the 
mentality. It causes abnormally shaped 
heads, and. according to the phrenolo- 
gist, results in a low degree of mental- 
ity. Poor or improper nourishment in 
infancy is bound to affect the victim 
both physically and mentally in after 
life.

There are 130 shops employing 
union men. 

The plumbers base their demand for 
higher wages than are paid in other 
cities, it was said at their headquarters, 
Grand and Easton avenues, on the 
greater cost of living and higher rents 
in St. Louis, and on the fact that the 
union inspects work done by its men, 
insisting on thoroughness and care, thus 
protecting both the employers and the 
public. This, it was said by union lead- 
ers, is not done in other cities. 
At a special meeting Friday night the 
master plumbers agreed not to meet the 
demand, 
In a public statement Sunday they 
submitted a scale showing that 
plumbers in New York are paid $5 a 
day, in Boston $4.40, in Baltimore $4, 
in Louisville $4, in indianapolis $3.20 
and $4, 
The master plumbers’ expressed 
willingness to leave the question of 
wages to a committee of disinterested 
citizens for arbitration. 
The strike which the local union of 
electrical wiremen threatened three 
nths ago to call Monday if their de- 
‘mands for increased pay were not grant- 
ed by the electrical contractors, was 
prevented by a compromise which was 
reached Saturday. 
The demands of the workmen were 
for an increase of 70 cents a day and 
for double pay for overtime work. By 
the compromise an increase of 50 cents 
a day was conceded, but double pay for 
overtime was denied. The increase af- 
fects about 300 men, who will now make

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ELIMINATING THE PASS. 
Attorney-General Hadley’s reason for demand- 
*- ing of the Missouri railroads that they abolish 
all State passes is simple and cogent. 
contrary .to law to’ issue such passes. 
law on this point has been violated year after 
year. 

When the official passes are all canceled, the 
worst abuse of the pass system will have been 
abolished. We say the worst abuse, because the 
only service that a State officer can offer in 
return for a pass involves the sacrifice of public 
to private interests. 

But wrong is involved in the entire pass sys- 
tem, because the issuance of a pass to one trav- 
eler who does not give a fair return is a discrim- 
ination against all passengers who pay their 
fares. The fare of the pass traveler must be 
paid by other travelers, and the rates to pay- 
‘ing travelers must therefore be higher on ac- 
count of the pass traveler. Finally, it is only 
by the abolition of all forms of the pass abuse 
that a fair test of the reasonableness of the 2- 
cent fare can be made. If discriminations are 
eliminated, all fares can be reduced, and the 
ideal condition of low uniform rates for all who 
travel will be realized. 

Compliance with Attorney-General MHadley’s 
demand is, therefore, due from the railroad man- 
agers not only because State passes are illegal, 
but because the abolition of passes is necessary 
to a fair test of the new legal rate of fare.

Meals Every Day and Declares Fasting a 
Month Has Made Him New Man. 





Beginning Tuesday, Dr. I. J. Eales of 
Belleville will take two meals a day. 
The physician has never eaten more 
than two mea’ in 24 hours for more 
than twelve years, and his 31 days’ fast, 
which was broken Sunday by drinking a 
glass of malted milk, will not cause him 
to break an established rule. 

The physician’s sole diet for several 
days at least will be various kinds of 
breakfast foods and milk. His first meal 
in the day will be luncheon, which will 
pe eaten at noon. At 8 o’clock in the 
evening he will eat dinner. Not for sev- 
eral days at least will he attempt to 


eat solid foods of even the most plain 
variety. 

Bread and well-cooked meats will be 
on the tabooed list for some time. 
Welsh rarebits and pate de foi gras will 
not be attempted at all. 

Dr. Eales declares he feels like a new 
man physically. His health, * says, 
was never better and his fast hag*so im- 
proved his physical condition that even 
his eyesight has become better than it 
was before he stopped eating. Six weeks 
ago he was compelled to use glasses in 
reading. He can read now without the 
aid of glasses.

Julia Cohen’s Claim to Downtown 
Property Sustained by Su- 
preme Court.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 1.—Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court today denied 
a rehearing in the case of Nicholas M. 
Bell vs. the Peiper Tobacco Co. In an 
opinion recently handed down by the 
court, Bell was denied a judgment for

Clark’s Care Held Over. 

The habeas corpus case of former 
Judge Willis H. Clark will not come 
up until the October term. F. H. Rowe, 
representing Clark, and Grant Gullespy 
of Circuit Attorney Sager‘s office were 
here to argue the case. 

Judge Gant sustained the verdict of 
the St. Louis Circuit Court, which de- 
nied Florence Knight the right to re- 
rover damages from Edward W. Rawl- 
ings and T. S. Teuscher, for fraudulent 
representations concerning the financial 
standing of T. S Teuscher. The suit 
was the result of statement to the ef- 
fect that Teuscher was the princ‘pal 
debtor of the Mullanphy Bank of St. 
Louis, which failed in February, 1897. 

Three months previous, Florence 
Knight loaned Teuscher $5000: on the 
statement of Rawlings that Teuscher 
was in good financial standing. Tne Su- 
preme Court holds that these.oral state- 
ments are a bar to the recovery by 
Florence Knight. The statute concludes, 
Judge Gantt stutes, that no action as to 
false statements of financial condition 
vill hold unless they be in writing. 

Meat-Shop Case Opinion. 

The Supreme Court holds that because 
a meat shop is permitted to remain 
open until 9 o’clock Sunday morning 
this is not class legislation nor uncon- 
stitutional. 

The opinion was handed down by 
Judge Gantt in the case of St. Louis vs. 
J. F. Delassus. Delassus was arrested 
and fined $25 in police court for keep- 
ing open after 9 a. m. Sunday. He set 
up the defense that if he were allowed 
to remain open until 9 a. m., it was 
class legislation to ask that he close 
otter 9 o’clock. Judge Gantt says: 

“Such exceptions are to be found in 
the general statutes throughou’* the cif- 
terent states and have been sustaincd. 
In our opinion, the ordinance is not un- 
constitutional, but is a wise and salu- 
‘ary enactment. Ample time is given 
‘very householder to supply hi:nself and 
1 sale after 9 o’clock brings the owner 
»f the shop within the penal provisions 
of the weneral law of the State and the 
rdinance alike.’ he 

The case was reveised and remanded 
Jor a new trial.

Mrs. Olive Taylor, Prominent 
Pine Bluff Widow, Battles 
With Intruder.

PINE BLUFF, Ark., July 1.—Mrs. 


Olive Taylor, widow of the late John M. 
Taylor, and one of the most prominent 
society women of this State, was at- 
tacked by a negro in her bedroom at the 
residence of Capt. Sebastian Gesireiter 
at 1 o'clock this morning. She fought 
the negro for several minutes, finally 
routing him. She tried to hold him until 
assistance came, but the negro escaped. 


Isaiah Going, a negro houseman, who 
has been employed at the Geisreiter. 
house for nearly four years, and who 
has been positively identified by Mrs. 
Taylor, is under arrest. Sheriff Philpot 
will hurry the negro away from the city, 
as threats of lynching have been made. 

Mrs. Taylor, who was Miss Olive 
Jennings of Westport, Ky., has lived at 
the Geisreiter home since her husband’s 
death several years ago. Capt. Geis- 
reiter is out of the city, having gone to 
an adjoining county to inspect his cot- 
ton plantations. Mrs. Geisreiter ana 
daughter, Miss Mary, and Mrs. Taylor 
were alone in the house. Miss Mary oc- 
cupied a room with Mrs. Taylor on the 
second floor. 

Clutched Her Throat. 

Shortly after’1 o’clock this morninz 
Mrs. Taylor was awakened by a han:l 
clutching her throat, and {discovered a 
nesro bending over her. $She screame! 
for assistance. Miss @tisreiter alsw 
screamed, and Mrs. Geisreiter, in an 
adjoining -room, Called from a window 
for help. _The negro dropped on his 
hands and knees and crawled from the 
room, after Mrs. Taylor had fought him 
for several minutes, but had fainted 
from exhaustion and fright. 

The negro was seen to run down the 
stairway, and, after crawling from the 
rear steps into the yard, ran into a 
cabin occupied by Isalah Going, a house- 
man. 

Houseman Arrested, 

The police and neftghbors made a 
search and Goéng joined them. He was 
fully dressed, but barefoot, cnd when 
he made an effort to hide a bunch of 
keys. including a ke: to the rear door 
ot the Ceisreiter home, he was jailed. 

His socks were found on the. steps 
leading to the house. The negro denies 
his guilt. The Circuit Court was recon- 
vened this morning and a specitai grand 
jury may be called by Judge Grace to 
hear,the case. This alone would pre- 
vent a lynching, it is said, and Judge 
Grace has announced that he will give 
the negro an immediate trial. 

The Geisreiter home is one of the 
landsomest in the city and the family 
is one of the most pron:inent. 

Going is 22 years oid. He al'vays has 
borne a good reputation and has been 
employed by the Geisreiters a long 
time.

Suddenly the girl sank to the floor. 
exclaiming, ‘‘You’ve shot me.”’ She died 
immediately.
